‘WEIGHTY FACTOR. 

He added that the Chinese Foreign 
Office had been trying to reconcile 
differences, but sporadic trouble— 
such as the recent anti-Chincse 
demonstrations in Siam—flared up 
from time to time. 

These Government sources sald 
another welghty factor was the fact 
that ‘many Far Eastern, former 
European colonics, which had gained

An analysis shows’ that the clock 
{is mostly used between 8 a.m.’ and 
9 am. when people are anxious to 
know the exact time in order to 
catch their trains to work. The popu- 


larity of the clock Increases weck | 


by week. London telephone uscrs arc 
making. on_an_average_700,000_ calls, 
a ‘week to “TIM”. : 


The service of the speaking clock 
hos been extended ‘to Manchester, 
Birmingham, Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
Belfast, ‘Bristol, Leeds, Newcastle, 
SheMeld, Nottingham, Leicester, 
Plymouth, Swansea and Bradford. 
For the whole of the United Kine- 
dom since the service began “TIM” 
has been usked nearly 400,000,000 
times for the correct time. 


Accuracy to 1/10th second is the 
standard, and every hour the clock 
is automaticatly checked against the 
time signal from Greenwich Obser- 
vatory when any slight difference 
is corrected. If this check shows a 
difference of more than 1/6th second 
or, in the case of any other fatlure, 
the service {s automatically — trans-
